PRESS RIGHTS 


Assembly Passes New Pact 
Setting Forth Rights 
For World News 


By WILLIAM L. PHILLIPS 
NEW YORK, May 14—(AP>—The 
United Nation* Assembly approved 
early today the world’s first pro­ 
posed treaty affecting press freedom, 
and thereby set a problem for the 
press of the United States. 
The pact is entitled “convention 
on the international transmission 
of news and the right of correction. 
U. S. Delegate Erwin D. Can ham, 
editor of the Christian Science Mon­ 
itor, told reporters the qu estion now 
is whether the U. S. really wants 
to Join it. 
Can ham said the U. S. press and 
news distribu tors wou ld have to de­ 
cide. 
Only the Ru ssian-dominated Slav 
block opposed the pact. The roll 
can » bowed 32 nations in favor, six 
against. 13 abstentions and seven 
cou ntries absent. 
Extend Rights 
Provisions in twenty -three articles 
of the proposed treaty wou ld extend 
to news, radio and film correspon­ 
dents in all cou ntries adhering to 
the convention the rights and priv­ 
ileges they now enjoy in the U.S. 
and other democracies 
The terms also provide forlin in­ 
ternational right-of-correction for 
the first time in history . 
Under this, a member cou ntry 
cou ld ask another member govern­ 
ment to deliver to news agencies In 
its territory corrective replies to 
news the first cou ntry considered 
inju riou s to it. 
Tlie pact will not be open for sig­ 
natu res for several months.

However, the cau se of the blast 
cou ld not be pinpointed in the 
welter of debris. New York fire of­ 
ficials said atmospheric pressu re in 
the tu nnel may have tou ched off 
the tru ck 's cargo of carbon dlsu l- 
phide.

Sixty -six persons, mostly firemen 
and tu nnel work ers, collapsed or

Each year the su n rad iates the same amou n t of heat, 
the same amou n t of rain falls an d ev erythin g else 
stays within a fixed qu ota. Ail that chan ges is the re­ 
gion al arran gem en ts of heat, rain fall, sn ow an d so on . 
Hu t as a whole the weather’s always the same; it’s 
n ev er u n u su al. 
If there’s more than ord in ary rain fall on e place, 
there’s less than ord in ary rain fall an other place. A 
mild win ter east of the Mississippi mean s a tou gh win ­ 
ter west of the Mississippi. Ev en within region s, ev ery­ 
thin g av erages ou t, as ev ery close weather observ er 
kn ows. There is n o su ch thin g as u n u su al weather; 
there can ’t be. Than k you , Mr. H artn ett. Be su re to 
take you r u mbrella with you as you leav e. It has been 
pretty d ry lately 


Limit OI Toleran ce 
If an yon e imagin ed that liftin g the Berlin blockad e 
wou ld elimin ate friction between the Western Allies 
a*id Ru ssia, ev en ts of the first few d ays hav e been 
ev id en ce to the con trary It may seem to some of the 
officials that the blockad e was preferable to the fric­ 
tion of tryin g to get alon g. The limit of toleran ce is 
reached more qu ickly by the an n oyan ces of con tact 
than by the d rawin g of the iron cu rtain . 
This is a m atter th at en ters in to ev ery n egotiation 
with the mod ern Ru ssian state—an d presamably it 
affects Ru ssian s the same way as it affects n on -Ru s­ 
sian s Ru ssian s hav e been coached In the belief that 
foreign ers are d an gerou s; foreign ers hav e reached the 
same con clu sion abou t Ru ssian s.
